the policy of every new state, more particularly of one with 
the limited resources of Mississippi, to avail herself of every 


laudable means for raising a fund, in order to effect those ` 


great objects of political.aggrandizement, which distinguish 
a civilized community from a savage state,--without the 
burthen of taxation. In a few years the chater of the 
Bank of Mississippi will expire, at. which time, I have no 
doubt, the state will establish other banking institutious—ix 
the stock of which she will either participate or require a 
bonus of the steck-holders, equal to the prerogative they: 
may enjoy.—The introduction of a branch of the United 
States Bank would defeat this desirable object, without even 
the privilege on the part of the state, of taxing their stock.— 
With these reflections. I have no hesitation in giving it as my

Statement (B.) also herewith transmitted, shows the bal- 
ances due to and Te the State, witb the necessaiy explana- 
tions. 

In submitting to the Legislature this annual report, the Au- 
ditor feels no small: degree of gratification, at being able to 
Sl the fiscal cuncetns of the State, in a good con- 

ition. 

By anact of the last session of the Genera] Assembly, it was 
made the duty of each Assessor in the State, to take and report 
to the Auditor, by the first of Dec. an extra assessment, on 
_ fhe advalorem plan. Some of the Assessors have made those 
returns; many, however, have failed; alleging as a reason, 
that the people refused to give in on oath, any such account 
of their property. Suits.will be ordered for the penalty of 
the law aga inst such as have failed, unless otherwise provid- 
ed by the Legislature. In regard to this law, the. fact will be 
- found to exist, that its only penalty is against the Assessor; 
apd when raducéd to practice, it will be found utterly de- 
fective. From the slight experiment that has been made, 
the Auditor cannot hesitate, in giving it as his opinion, that 
the mode of assessing taxes by valuation; is adapted neither 
to the convenience, or interest of the State; for it will be 
found’ both complex and expensive. An additional objec- 
tion, on the score of policy is, that it contemplates a tax on 
certain descriptions of property, that, should be more the ob- 
Sect of encouragenient than of taxation. Large-sums are an- 
aually paid out by this State to others for horses, mules, and:

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other cattle; when, by a proper attention to their growth at 


home, much ofthis treasure might be kept within our own. 
State; and the people, thereby, freed from this. annual tri- 
bute. The Auditor is of opinion, that a. judicious revisal of 
parts of the present Revenue Law, would be attended with a 
salutary effect. The present classification and rate of lands, 
were made and fixed in 1815; since when, they have increas- 
ed in-value in some parts of the State, and been found less 
valuable in others. From this circumstance, it would seem, 
that it is now necessary to make a new classification; and af- 
fix a new rate to the same. 

‘The assessment of the State tax for the present year, is less 
than that of the preceding year. as $61,467 14 are to $77,- 
623 153-4. The amounts of moneys paid on the respective 
objects of taxation are as follows:- On Lands, $12,902 99 1-@ 
cents; on Town Lots, $5,193 88-1. 4 cents; on Bank Stock, 


$1,723 25 cents; on sales ot Merchandize. $3,754 32 cts,s 


on money at interest, $510 6 cents; on pleasurable Carris 
ages, $689 75 cents; on Polls, $4,787 50 cents; on Freemen 
of colour, $108; on Slaves, $30,941 25 cents; forming an 
aggregate of $60,611 00 3-4 cents; a small sum less, than 
the total amount of assessments; which, however, is sufficient- 
ly accurate to give a correct view of the subject. The law ia 
relation to the cojlection of fines and forfeitures, is very dæ- 
fective; in consequence of which much of the revenue, arise 
ing from that source, remains uncollected. By a law, which 
was passed at the last session of the General Assembly, rela- 
tive to the compensation of Grand Jurors, doubts were creaf- 
ed on the mind of the Auditor, as to the propriety of allowing. 
their accounts; but on taking the opinion of the Attorney 
General, he determined to allow them; and according to 
which opinion, witnesses, on part of the State, are entitled tp 
one dollar and fifty cents per day; when the Auditor, Jabour-
